Rollo 
May 
on 
power 



Rollo May, well-known 
psychoanalyst and author, last 
night lashed out at people who 
withdraw into a new innocence 
as "a protection from the 
terrors of history." 

Speaking to an overflow au- 
dience at Loyola Colloge, May 
said that flower children and 
hippies are examples of people 
who deny history, and spoke of 
seeing "the boots of armies 
crushing the heads of those 
who oversimplify the problems 
of war." 

May, who calls himself an 
"underground psychologist," 
proposes instead the de- 
velopment of "a new sense of 
power, constructive, com- 
petitive power." 

Violence, upheavals, and 
radical change are the 
symptoms of a "bankrupt age." 
May feels that the world is en- 
tering a new era, in which in- 
dividuals are calling for rec- 
ognition. 

As an example of the popular 
outcry for new and more human 
forms of life, he quotes a leader 
of the Attica Prison uprising 
.who declared, "We don't want 
to be treated as numbers any- 
more, we will be treated as hu- 
man beings." 

May calls for a recognition of 
power as a positive force. He 
feels that innocence of the 
realities of power has been de- 
structive. 

• Such innocence led the Un- 
ited States into Vietnam, for ex- 
ample. Americans, he said, 
"have hidden behind their self- 
righteousness. We don't fight 
wars, we fight crusades." 

Power in this form is man- 
ipulative, it is always used 
against someone. This view of 



power leads to such ideas as 
thatthe US presence in Vietnam 
Is "the Viet Cong's fault, they 
deep defending themselves." 

The capitalist system, May 
feels, has led to this mis- 
understanding of power as evil. 
The capitalists could not accept 
the idea of their power because 
they could not accept re- 
sponsibility for it. 

There Is another form of pow- 
erthat is not manipulative or ex- 
ploitative, however. This power 
is "positive, human power." 

Men must accept re- 
sponsibility for the use of 
power. May quoted the late 
Martin Luther King whose 
nonviolence was a "way of dis- 
arming," a form of positive 
power. 

May feels that man can create 
his new world only if he is able 
to commit himself to the strugg- 
le against manipulative power. 

He struck out at those who 
feel that "man can no longer be 
trusted with the control of his 
own destiny." He had 
particularly harsh words for the 
ideas of Harvard psychologist 
B. F. Skinner, who last year re- 
ceived an honorary degree from 
McGIII. 



Skinner has proposed the 
psychological control of man- 
kind through a form of con- 
ditioning and reward that he 
has developed. In his recent 
writings, Skinner states that 
men are victims of psychologi- 
cal forces and the control of 
man is necessary for survival, 
a view opposed by existential 
humanists such as Erich 
From m and May. 

May attacked Skinner as 
"naive." He received hearty 
applause from the audience 
when he stated that "Skinner 
feels that mankind can't control 
itself, therefore Skinner has vol- 
unteered to do the controlling." 
He said that Skinner's failure to 
consider what values the con- 
trollers of society would have 
leads necessarily to a "totali- 
tarian system," where control 
becomes an end in itself. 

"The new world is not going 
to be born without a struggle. 
Nobody gives up^ manipulative 
power without a'struggle. We 
must think of conflict as a 
positive, not negative value." 
May said that struggle does not 
necessarily mean violence, but 
that "we will always be on the 
edge of violence."

The Canadian Club, an 
association of business 
leaders, held one of its 
meetings yesterday, this time to 
discuss ways in which uni- 
versities are changing. 

Four university leaders were 
invited to discuss problems of 
the university In Quebec. 

"Nothing will affect the qual- 
ity of life in this province more 
than the role which will be re- 
served therein to our uni- 
versities. Government control, 
student participation, un- 
ionization of staff and faculty, 
financial deficits— the prob- 
lems are innumerable and, 
perhaps, insoluble." So the 
advance warnings read. 

Dennis M. Healy, Principal 
and Vice-Chancellor of 
Bishop's University, spoke first. 
He seemed to fear the loss of 
prestige his university is un- 
dergoing, especially over the di- 
vision of powers between itself 
and the government. 

"The Federal government 
meets one half of all costs of 
post-secondary education." 
Through this financial as- 
sistance the government exerts 
a kind of power. He felt that this 
was also the case with many 
other Canadian universities. 

The loss of prestige is due to 
the university's lack of au- 
tonomy, he continued. "We are 
told to educate people to meet 
the needs of society, but these 
needs are not clear." 

He expressed a fear that the 
quality of education would 
suffer if there was too much 
government interference. 

On aTofflerian note, Paul La- 
coste, Vice-Recteur Executif of 
the Université de Montréal, 
explained that students are 
aware that their knowledge will 
become obsolete by 
graduation. He stressed that 
change in the university is 
bound up with change in socie- 
ty and that there must be an 
"increase of consciousness for 
the large segment of the popu- 
lation." 

Administrations must place 
themselves in a "perpetual 
state of interrogation," he 
warned. 

Along with the others, he was 
concerned that the government 
Is "playing a greater and grea- 
ter part in financial control, and 
no longer only wants to know 
how it is spent, but also wants 
a part in planning." Certain 
standards must be maintained, 
he said, echoing Healy. ' 



But It was John O'Brien. 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor 
of Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity, who really brought out 
the fears of English university 
administrations in Quebec. 

Referring to the switch from 
a four to a three-year un- 
dergraduate program, he pre- 
dicted that present methods of 
government grants would not 
"work well for universities 
whose enrolment, is leveling off 
or falling." 

He added that the universities 
have Jittle control over gov- 
ernment grants but he was 
"sure that the English com- 
munity will have certain con- 
cerns that they will want to 
safeguard during this period of 
change. ^ 

"First among these concerns 
of course will be the con- 
tinuation of university-level 
education in the English lan- 
guage. The reasons for this are 
evident. 

"Had there been only one En- 
glish language university in 
Quebec, I doubt that there 
would be the range of 
opportunities that is now av- 
ailable. Were there to be only 
one in the future, I doubt that 
the same range could continue 
to exist." 

He discussed the proposed 
Loyola-Sir George Williams 
merger, explaining that there 
was a need for the universities 
to provide services to the 
"English community and 
Quebec and Canada gene- 
rally." He applauded the "ex- 
tensive evening programs" at 
both schools, and felt in general 
that the merger would be a 
good thing academically. 

The last speaker, Michael K. 
Oliver, Vice-Principal 
(Academic) of McGill, agreed 
with most of what had been 
said, and reiterated the fear that 
the government might have too 
much power in deciding uni- 
versity policy. 

Oliver called forthe "creation 
of a network of universities 
which is in some sense a sub- 
stitute for the individual uni- 
versity." He added that since 
funds were limited, the role of 
the English university would be 
to preserve "a range and variety 
in higher education." 

"It is absolutely vital for En- 
glish universities to learn to col- 
laborate more closely so that 
limited government finances 
will not be wasted."

of the Involvement of the 
Quebec government; it made no 
mention of any serious opposi- 
tion to the fee proposal, either 
within Senate or on the part of 
McGill as a whole; and it 
certainly gave no hint that 
McGIII already had a fairly well- 
defined policy regarding 
foreign student fees. Beside 
such journalistic irrespon- 
sibility, I consider my errors, 
which were based on your in- 
adequate and misleading re- 
porting, to be very minor of- 
fenses. 

I am glad to support McGill's 
stand on the Issue as expressed 
by Vice-Principal Frost and am 



and managed to cover the 
matters of supplementary 
salaries, the controversial pro- 
posed budget and the report on 
University Tuition Fees. 

The latter proposes in part to 
'reduce tuition fees for Cana- 
dian students to $500; 
(excluding the cost of student 
services) and to Increase fees 
for non-Canadians. to $2,500.' 

Included also are statistics 
showing 'that In some de- 
partments Canadians only con- 
stituted 40 percent of the' 
students registered.' Non- 
Canadian post-graduates con- 
stitute 60 percent of the en- 
rolment. Such a drastic in- 
crease would probably alter the 
post-graduate population 
somewhat. 

This proposal, and the pro- 
posed budget, were tabled." 
Ed. note: Our article did not 
state that the proposal to raise 
fees for foreign students 
emanated from the McGill ad- 
ministration. It merely said that 
Senate was debating such a 
proposal. Perhaps we should 
have mentioned that the pro- 
posal originated with the 
Quebec government; perhaps, 
on the other hand, Miss 
Bouchard should not have 
jumped to a conclusion that 
was not justified by the In-, 
formation available to her. '\ 

The Daily is preparing an arti- 
cle on McGill's budgetary situa- 
tion and the possible effects of 
various administration and 
other proposals that are being 
discussed at present. We hope, 
this will clear up some of the 
confusion surrounding the fee 
hike proposal and other ques- 
tions.
